MESSINA IS AGAIN 


IN STATE_OF PANIC 


Quakes More Severe Than Those 


of Six Months Ago 


Messina. July 2.—Messina experi- 


enced two terrific earthquakes Thurs- 
day. 
They 
were 
accompanied by 


roaring sounds and had- a stronger 
and more undulatory movement than 
the 
earthquake of last December 


which destroyed Messina, Reg'glo and 
other cities; laid waste so many vil- 
lages in Calabria and killed 200,000 
"people. . 


The 25,000 residents .of this recent- 


.ly stricken city were thrown again 
into a state of terror. They ran into 
the streets panic-stricken and last 
night nearly the entire population en- 
camped in the open places, fearing 
to return to the structures, which have 
served them as homes since the city 
was destroyed.

The broken walls of the old ruins 


were thrown to the ground ajid Mes- 
sina was for a few minutes smothered 
in a cloud of dust. 
The only persons 


killed were a young woman and her 
infant: 


Heggio suffered almost as severely as

thrown, hut no casualties have been 
reported at that place.

quake affected practically the -sariie 
zone as that of December, but the in- 
juries to persons were relatively in- 
significant because almost' nobody as 
yet inhabited the houses.
